23. (Currently amended) The method of claim 22 A method for inhibiting neointima 
formation associated with atherosclerosis, the method comprising administering to a subject 
one or more inhibitor of LPA-induced PPARy activation 4S chosen from among the group 
consisting of diacylglycerol pyrophosphate, serine-phosphoric acids, fatty alcohol phosphates, 
alkyl ether glycerophosphates, monoacylglycerol-diphosphates, and combinations thereof.
